APPLICATIONS. 

Extended Claims . — Hung Yee and four otliers, 
Nevis Gorge : granted.: — Isaac and Thos. Kacott, 
west bank o£ Clutha, north of Uromwell Bridge : 
granted. 

Profectiott.— Evan Jones and five others, sixty 
days for the Black Horae guartz-claim. Mr 
Wilson, oa behalf of Daniel Moore anil others, 
objected on various grounds. On hearing the 
objections, the Warden said there was suflicient 
before him to show that the applicants were not 
in undisputed possession of the ground ; but he 
could not deal with the question of title unless 
an action were brought by one of the parties. 
Mr Mulford, on behalf of the applicants, .asked 
for an adjournment of the hearing until ne.xt 
Court-day, which the Warden granted.— Charles 
Wilson and five others applied for sixty days’ 
protection for a quartz prospecting-claim situate 
in Paddy’s Gully, on account of inclement wea- 
ther, and also on account of the workings being 
tlooiled by surface water. The Warden said it 
was contrary to public policy to protect such a 
largo area as 1200 by 30(1 feet of auriferous 
ground for so long a period as sixty da}'s. He 
would only grant thirty days in this case. — Jas. 
Gibson and others applied for sixty days’ pro- 
tection for the Welcome quartz-claim, adjoining 
the Heart of Oak. Mr Oolclongh, who repre- 
sented the applicants, stated that they had sunk 
a shaft 150 feet, which cost them over £400, and 
their object in seeking protection was to enable 
them to recruit their funds, avhich were almost 
■exhausted. 'The party had on a previous occa- 
sion been granted sixty days’ protection, but so 
anxious were they to prosecute the work that 
they kept four men employed the whole time, 
although two was the maximum required, T’he 
Warden granted the .application, remarking that 
such energy and perseverance deserved the high- 
est commendation.

ASS\ULTISO THE fOLTCE. 

James Butler was charged with having as- 
saulted Sergeant Casscls in the lock-up ou the 
morning of the 23rd inst. 

Mr Allauby, counsel for defendant, pleaded 
that the alleged assault was coimnitted in self- 
defence. 

John Cassels, sergeant of police, deposed : — 
Oil Tuesday morning, abouthalf-past one o’clock, 

I arrested Kufcler for being drunk, and locked 
him up. At half-past four I was awakened by 
hearing violent kicking on the walls of the lock- 
up. Went out and asked what was up, and 

Butler replied, “You d d cur, wliat do you 

keep me locked up all nl<.jht for?” There was 
another man in the lock-up for drimkenness the 
same night. I told Butler to be quiet, or I 
would go in and handcuff him. He answered, 
“If you do, you d d cur, I’ll punch your 

b y eyes out of you.” 1 then mused Con* 

stable Macintosh, and we went to the lock-up 
with the haindcuffs. On opening the door, But- 
ler said, “ You d- — -d cur, what do you keep 
me here in the cold without a blanket for ? 
ITl punch you,” He scorned as if about to rush 
at me, and I laid my hand ou his breast and 
caught him by the collar. He at once struck me 
on the head sev'cral times with hia list. He was 
sobei at the time. I was standing right in front of 
him, and after striking me several times he de- 
liberately gave me a kick below the abdomen, 
which hurt me very severely. In consc(tuence 
of the injury I received, 1 had to abandon the 
idea of handcuffing him. I had to consult Hr 
Corse as to the injury sustained, and suffered 
afterwards from the pain. The lock-up is very 
slightly put together, and is not (it to cont-iin a 
violent person. We gciicrally hand-culf such 
persons to a ring in the floor, in order to pre- 
vent their breaking through the walls. Butler, 
seeing I was hurt, saifl he was sorry for it, Imt 
on the following d.iy lie cillcd me a loafer. The 
ivcather at the time Butler was locked up was 
very fine ; and he could not have been v<\ry 
colrl, for I took two coats and sovcrnl bags tothc 
lock-up and gave to liiin as a covering. 

In cross-cxatiuuation by Mr ^Mlauliy, the 
Sergeant said there was no covering of any kind 
provided for the use of prisoners in the lock-up. 
In very cold weather, some hags aiul blankets are 
generally handed in to the occupants of the 
cell.s. 

Charles Macintosh, constable, gave cviilencc 
which corroborated that of Sergeant Cassels. 

Mr Allanby said he ha'l no witucssc.s for the 
defence, lb appeared from the cvtilcnee of 
Sergeant Cassels that prisiuicrs iu the Cromwell 
lock-up were treated more like wild beasts than 
human beings, not a rag of covering being pro- 
vided for them, ami iiothtiig to lie on but the 
hare hoards. In the present in.staiico it was 
evident that his client had endured the cold until 
he could do so no hniger ; and it was ejuite 
natural he should call out for blankets, lie 
submitted that Butler bad been sudieicntly 
punished by being Hne<l iis. for drunkenness. 

His Worship s.iid the prisoner had committed 
an iinprov'okcd assault for no cause whatever. 
He would fine him £ 0 , with the alternative of 
seven days’ imprisonment in Clyde Gaol. (The 
line was paid. } 



Three other witnesses gave evidence in support 
of the charge. 

Mr Wilson, in defence, said there were many 
circumstances tending to extenuate his client’s 
conduct ; and seeing that the affair happened in 
the midst uf the election excitement, be thought 
a very small fine would meet the justice of the 
case, 

Hia Worship said the charge was clearly proved 
ami brought hoine to the accused ; and Mr Tay- 
lor had evidently shown groat good temper to- 
wards him. He (the Magistrate) did not think 
the accused was a person given to using abusive 
language, but in ortler to prevent future scenes 
of a similar character to those described by the 
witnesses, he would inflict a Tine of £3, in ad- 
dition to lls. Cd. costs of Court.

GENERAL SUMMARY. 

A Bagdad despatch says that the Royal 
Jiail steamer Cashmere was attacked at Bas- 
(ooren by pirates, who killed and wounded 
lerersl persons, and took 34,000 rupees. 

The ^v. Dr Norman Macleod died on the 
16th June. 

The report of Stanley (the special commis- 
sioner of the New York Herald) regarding 
Or Livingstone is that the Doctor had tra- 
versed the north end of Lake Langamukaka, 
on his way from Moniyuma to Ujiji. After 
obtaining stores at the latter place, he re- 
turned to Unyanlenienae. He refuses to leave 
the country, and intends to explore a route 
between Lakes Unyanlemenae and Nyassa. 

The famine in Persia is reported to be worse 
than ever. 

A fire at Warrington, Lancashire, destroyed 
many cotton mills, and has thrown a large 
number of operatives out of employment. 

The American crew, in the Atlanta, was 
badly beaten in the International boat race 
on the Thames, the English crew winning 
easily by twenty lengtlis. 

There is a lock-out of the builders in Lon- 
don. 20,000 journeymen are out of employ- 
ment.

PRANCE. 

Negotiations for the evacuation of French 
territory are progressing rapidly. 

Tlie German Ambassador, Von Arnim, re- 
quires full payment of the indemnity by 2nd 
March, 1874. 

OERMAN^y. 

Serious troubles are caused by labour move- 
ments. 12, 000 men at Darmstadt have struck. 
Strikes have also taken place at Berlin among 
the engineers. Employers have resolved to 
meet strikes by locking up their shops and 
factories, and throwing out of work all em- 
plovds, whether they strike or not. 

The Bill depriving the Jesuits of the right 
of citizenship has passed the Eeichstadt. 
ITALY. 

The Pope has addressed a letter to Cardi- 
sal Antonelli, in which he declares that the 
pproaohing enforcement of the law snppres- 
sin" convents in Italy is a violation of Iiitcr- 
naticiial law. He says that the constant en- 
croachments of the Italian Government upon 
the rights of the Church violate morality and 
justice ; and it is only a regard for higher in- 
tsrests that prevents liim leaving Rome. A 
conflict between the Holy See and tlie Italian 
fioveniuient is inevitable ; and a reconcilia- 
tion impossible. He requests the Cardinal to 
protest to Foreign Powers.

It is estimated that 70J lives were 
lost.

In San Francisco, it is currently reported
